THE first series, conducted in 1977 in Tunisia, 
did not have Championship status and was 
regarded by FIFA as a Youth Tournament. 


The entry to this series was by invitation, 
however Oceania was not invited. 


The. first Oceania Youth Championships 
were held in New Zealand in 1978. Australia won 
this series and then travelled to Paraguay in 1979 
to play Israel and Paraguay in the second round 
of the World Youth Championship. Paraguay 
won the second leg and reached the Finals 
which were played in Japan in 1979. 


Australia was allocated the 1981 titles and as 
such was not required to qualify. The Oceania 
titles were held in Fiji and New Zealand won the 
honour to travel to Argentina — who were the 
current world champions — to play them and 


Israel. Argentina won the series and Partici- 
pated in the 1981 Finals in Australia, 

The 1983 series was played in Papua New 
Guinea and Australia were again successful. 
This time the Oceania winner travelled to Cos- 
ta Rica to play against Israel and Costa Rica to 
qualify for the Finals. Australia won this second 
series and played in the 1983 Finals in Mexico. 


This year Australia have the honour of being 
the host and for the first time ever will have a 
home game in the qualifying series. Israel have 
been included with Oceania instead of qual- 
ifying direct to a second round series. 

In fact the second round inter-continential 
series no longer exists and the winner of the 
Oceania series will qualify direct to the finals to 
be played in Russia from August 24 to Septem- 
ber 7, 1985.

WHEN a young player first regis- 
ters with his junior or school team it 
must seem a long way to the ulti- 
mate selection for playing for Aus- 
tralia. The graph shows the steps 
that exist and those proposed to be 
implemented to assist players in 
reaching their ultimate aim. 


STEP 1 

Junior and schoo! football has been estab- 
lished for many years. However, it is only 
within the last 20 years or so that the emp- 
hasis has moved from numbers to quality. 
In 1983, some 2,847 people became qual- 
ified coaches. The majority of these are 
members of junior and school organisa- 
tions. 


STEP 2 

In the mid-1970s, National Championships 
were started and this gave the opportunity 
to those players with the potential to play 
with and against better players from each 
state in National Titles. 


STEP 3 

The movement from the State Junior team 
to the State U16 team has been the down- 
fall of many a player. Many of the U16s are 
already 


dent. FIFA, the World Football Organisa- 
tion, will conduct the first World U16 
Championship in China this year. This will 
mean the creation of another step in this 
long haul to national selection. This will be 
Step Three. It may mean the amendment 
and alteration to some of the existing 
national junior championships, but it will 
be necessary to select an Australian U14 
team who will then participate as U15s in ar 
Oceania elimination series for the final 
selection into an U16 squad to represent 
Australia in these World Championships. 


STEP 4 

The U16 National Championships were in- 
stigated in 1963. However, after selection 
into a State U16 team, the player then re- 
tums to his State League, either second or 
third division squad and did not have the 
opportunity to compete in any further rep- 
resentative fixtures. 


STEP 5 
National Youth League — It wasn't until 1981 
that a Youth League was added to the Syd- 
ney-based National League teams. This 
was a most desirable stepping stone as 
players were selected into the National 
Youth Team but still did not have the capa- 
bilities to play in the National League. As as 
result many good players were sitting on 
the sideline after selection into the Natio- 


Youth team representation. The Austra- 
lian Schoolboys are finding it difficult to 
finance regular squads from their National 
able aspect of this selection is that it is not 
restricted by any age-group and is open to 
all boys still attending school. 


STEP 7 
National Talent identification U18-U19— In 
1977 it was instigated as the Australian U18 


Championships, It became the selection 
forum for the eventual National Youth 
Team as first selected in 1979. The amend- 
ments to the U18-U19 Championships 
form them into a better talent identifica- 
tion scheme which will assist as more 
amendments and modifications are made 
to this scheme. 


STEP 8 

The Australian Institute of Sport — This is the 
fifth year of the Institute and it has made its 
presence felt. It is extremely limited as 
only the top 18 players can attend, but if 
any country can tum out two or three good 
players per year for the national squad, it is 
living up to its expectations. The recent 
combination of the National Youth squad 


’ and the Australian Institute of Sport can 


only further assist the aims and objectives 
of both organisations. 


STEP 9 

The National Youth Team — The first Natio- 
nal Youth Team was selected in 1979 and a 
number of players have already reached 
the National Team. However, without 
doubt, the greatest step within this pro- 
gress of players is from the National Youth 
Team to the National Team. As a result, itis 
proposed that two new steps be placed 
between the National Youth Team and the 
National Team. 


STEP 10 

After returning from National U16 
Championships, those junior players who 
were not already State League members 
were quickly snaffled up by State League 
teams and developed to the next stage. 


STEP 11 

National League — The National League 
gravitated the better players into a situa- 
tion where they were playing with and 
against the best standard available in Aus- 
tralia. With the implementation of a Youth 
League in the NSL Souther Division now 
centred in Melbourne, the better players 
from that state have a better opportunity 
to be promoted to the National League 
team. 


STEP 12 

In 1984 a National ‘B' Team was selected. 
This was a long overdue innovation where 
Players on the verge of national selection 
can show their talents and skills and this will 
obviously assist the National Coach who is 
under continual pressure to win and not 
necessarily try out players. It will greatly 
assist the National Youth players in their 
next step. 


STEP 13 
Olympic Squad — In 1986 it will be necessary 
for Australia to select an Olympic squad. 


The National Team/World Cup Squad — For 
the player who has reached this final stage, 
the pressure then starts all over again. He is 
required to maintain his place in the team 
but if he is dropped he will no longer wander 
back into representative oblivion. The

Surely in the year 1985 a decent proposal 
can be formulated which can be im- 
plemented in 1986. 

Not that there are not some difficulties 
to be overcome. There always have and 
there always will be in any area of life you 
like to think over. 

But surely at this stage there are ad- 
ministrators around who are capable of 
analysing the problem and arriving at a 
suitable solution. 

There are various pointers abroad that 
give reason to believe that the time is Tipe 
to put a country series together.

AUSTRALIA IN_TAIWAN

AUSTRALIA'S women’s soccer team competed in the unofficial World Cup in Taiwan last December. 


To play in this pre- 
stige tournament, a 
country must be 
invited. 

In 1978, Australia 
was invited to compete 
in the very first tourna- 
ment, and the team 
was coached by Jim Sel- 
by, as was the 1984 
squad 

Surviving members of 
that 1978 squad were 
captain Julie Dolan, 
vice-captain, Susan 
Monteath and striker 
Leigh Wardell. 

In 1978, Australia, al- 
though inexperienced in 
international soccer, 
managed to come sixth. 
France were the even- 
tual Cup winners, with 
Finland a very ‘close 
second. 

For the next WWIFT 
in 1981, Australia 
wasn’t able to send a 
team to compete in the 
16 nation event. 

West Germany were 
the Cup victors, with 
our neighbours New 
Zealand second. 


Youngsters 
selected 


The Australians left 
Sydney with a relatively 
inexperienced squad. 

Australia had to con- 
tend travelling without 
their dynamic and pacey 
midfielder Kim Lem- 
bryk (she was ineligible 
for selection because 
she did not participate 
in the national titles), 
and Cindy Heydon, one 
of Austral most ex- 
perienced midfield cam- 
paigners. She declared 
herself unavailable for 
the trip. 

Coach Selby selected 
youngsters from North- 
ern NSW, such as De- 
borah Bonshore, back- 
up goalkeeper to first 
choice Vicky Salmons, 
Lisa Dunne, the speedy 
right flank-striker and 
Qucensland’s young 
centre-back Kim 
Dunlop. 

Mandi Langlaar and 
Margaret Petrov, from 
Sydney club Killarney, 
also had no internation- 
al experience overseas. 

To make matters 
worse, Australia suf- 
fered two casualties a 
day before departing for 
Taiwan. 

At a practice session 
in Sydney, Dunlop and 
captain Dolan suffered 
injuries. 

Dunlop received a 
badly sprained ankle, 
whilst Dolan, a toe 
injury. 

Australia now had 


their job cut out in 
Taiwan. 

Would Australia be 
able to cope? 

To win this tourna- 
ment, Australia needed 
a comeback bigger than 
Lazarus. 

With injuries, youth 
and inexperience, the 
Australians boarded 
their aircraft for 
‘Taiwan. 


Manila 
stopover 


Prior to arriving in 
Taiwan, there was a 
night stopover in 
Manila, 

Have you ever been 
to Manila? 

You haven't? 

Well, then I can 
speak freely. 

The first thing that 
flattens you is the heat. 

Secondly, as soon as 
you are cleared by im- 
migration, you are am- 
bushed by thousands of

You have to 
switch them on upon 
arrival and wait an hour

Next morning, all 
were up at Sam to de- 
part hotel at 6am for 
airport.

A fast breakfast, out 
to the bus and straight 
to the airport for the 
second and final leg to 
Taiwan.

ready for another rush 
of porters. 

Not so. 

This time the ambush 
was a visa entry charge 
of US$11. 

After another hold- 
up, an immigration offi- 
cial offered us a bargain 
SO percent discount for 
the squad, as a group. 

But I was hit for the 
lot. I paid for the squad 
as I was the only one 
carrying US currency. 

Once cleared by im- 
migration, out we came 
from the terminal to 
yet another surprise. 

We had arrived two 
days earlier than the 
local Football Federa- 
tion had expected. 

Chiang Kai-Shek In- 
ternational airport is 
situated 40 kilometres 
south-west of the capi- 
tal, downtown Taipei 
City, 

A’ couple of quick 
phone calls by the 
team’s manageress, 
Heather Reid, and 
within an hour, the 
football | officials 
lobbed. 

Following a brief wel- 
come speech and pre- 
sentations to all the 
touring party, we 
boarded a coach for our 
hotel 

Many of the girls had 
toured Mainland China 
six weeks before to par- 
ticipate in. a smaller 
tournament at Xian 
City. 

In Xian City, the ac- 
commodation was ap- 
palling, thus the same 
girls were apprehensive 
about what was waiting 
for us in Taipei 

After an hour's drive 
on the bus, we entered 
the city of Taipei. 

The very first thing 
that hits a tourist is 
the enormous amount 
of little motor scooters 
that zip and buzz along 
the streets, switching 
directions without any 
warning. There are mili- 
ions of them. 


Motor racing 
— by bus 


Taipei City is the fas- 
test growing city in 
Asia and has a popula- 
tion of some 2.3 million. 

But looking out from 
the bus window, you 
could easily be led to 
believe that Taipei had 
4.6 million motor scoo- 
ters. 

The obvious reason 
for the number of scoo- 
ters is one of 
economics. Cars are 
very expensive, heavily 
taxed, as is motor fuel. 


We drove at top 
speed down the main 
strip and headed for an 
intersection that was 
covered with hundreds 
of these scooters. Our 
driver wouldn't slow 
down. 

He would sit on the 
horn as he ploughed our 
coach straight at the 
scooters. 

This went on every 
day when we caught a 
bus and we could never 
fathom how there was 
never a gigantic pile-up. 

Literally thousands 
of these scooters swarm 
the streets of Taipei, 
zipping and darting all 
over the place, missing 
cars, trucks and buses 
by inches. 

Eventually our air- 
port bus pulled up out- 
side our hotel. 

To our very pleasant 
surprise, the Imperial 
Hotel of Taipei, was a 
five star regal-furnished 
structure. 

The Imperial was to 
be our “home” for the 
next 14 days. The other 
ten squads from New 
Zealand, Norway, Swit- 
zerland, Polonesia, 
West Germany, two 
from the Republic of 
China, USA, Japan and 
Thailand, were all 
booked to stay with us 
at the Imperial. 

The girls, eager to 
get to their rooms, 
were pleasantly sur- 
prised to find beatifully 
and well-equipped 
suites awaiting them. 

Australia was booked 
in on the fifth floor. So 
were West Germany 
and Norway. 

With our luggage on 
the way up to the 
rooms, the squad was 
invited to one of the 
Imperial’s dining rooms 
for a smorgasbord, late- 
lunch. 

Superb! 

Coach Selby then or- 
dered complete rest for 
the Australian squad 
before dinner. 

Not wasting time, 
Australia organised a 
training session for the 
next day. 


Pitch a 
disaster 


A bus arrived to take 
Australia for training 
on Day 2 in Taiwan, 
with all the squad eager 
to get onto a pitch and 
stretch out, 

But when we arrived 
at the training pitches 
reserved for us, Selby, 
after a lengthy inspec- 
tion, refused to allow 


his squad onto the 
pitch. 

The pitch was grey, 
very little grass, and 
was dotted with tiny 
little craters, a death- 
trap for any athlete. 

A light session was 
conducted behind the 
goalmouth on a reason- 
able strip of earth. 

As soon as the Aus- 
tralian players began 
warming up, dozens of 
motor scooters started 
to peel off the highway 
and zero in around the 
strip. Their riders pul- 
led up to watch the 
girls from Australia, 

Intrigue was the at- 
traction. 

Selby lodged an offi- 
cial complaint to the 
Football Association 
about the facilities. 

That evening back at 
the Imperial, Australia 
was notified by the as- 
sociation that a new 
training area was re- 
served for them the 
next day at the Ameri- 
can college, the Chung 
Cheng College. 

‘On Day 3, as soon as 

Australia rolled up to 
train at the College 
grounds, (an enormous 
improvement), 
thousands of College 
students spilled out of 
the surrounding build- 
ings to watch.
